CAUSED BY THE TICK 


Report Issued by Department of Agriculture on 
Texas Fever Shows Remarkable 
Ravages of the Pest. 


ASHINGTON, February 4.—A 
W Statement issued by the bureau 

of animal industry of the agri- 
cultural department says that a “publica- 
tion will soon be issued by the United 
States department of agriculture on the 
subject of Texas fever, a disease which 
has been a serious obstacle to the de- 
velopment and prosperity of the cattle 
industry of this country, especially in tne 
South.” 

It is stated that the infected territory 
has been carefully etudied and a quaran- 
tine line established which extends across 
the country from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific. 


Continuing the statement recites: 

“It is estimated that there are in the 
' quarantined area four or five millions of 
cattle east of the Mississippi and eleven 
millions west of that river, which at a 
reduction of $1.50 per head will give the 
[enormous shrinkage in value of $23,250,- 
000 directly chargeable to the cattle tick, 
This should be regarded as an unneces-

“Approximately 387,500 animals die 
each year of Texas fever, at an estimated 
loss of $5,812,500 per annum. 

“With these losses Texas fever is re- 
sponsible for a logs of about $40,000,000 
annually to the stockmen of this coun- 
try. These appalling losses and annual 
statistics of the cattle raisers it is be- 
lieved can be entirely effaced in time by 
the methods outlined by the department 
and at a small proportionate cost. 

“The department of agriculture has is- 
sued the annual regulations for the pre- 
venting of the spread of Texas fever ef- 


fective February i. On and after that 
date cattle are not allowed to be moved 
from the quarantine area to other parts 
of the country except by rail for immedi- 
ate slaughter, under certain conditions 
prescribed in the regulations. 

“Tie quarantined area comprises Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
South Carolina and. Florida, the Indian 
Territory, all of Georgia except a few 
northern counties, 
California, the southeastern half of Okla- 
homa, the eastern half of Texas. 
southern half of Tennessee, a few coun- 
ties in southeastern Kentucky, the east- 
ern three-fourths of North Carolina and 
the southeastern part of Virginia.

Toadstool] Revolutionary Claims. 
Senators to whose attention these claims 
have been called say they see no rea- 
son for anticipation on the part of 
the holders of this internal indebtedness 
that they will be given any preference 
over the holders of external or foreign 
claims. Of the more than $40,000,000 of 
Santo Domingo’s debt as reported by 
Special Commissioner Hollander, this in- 
ternal debt represents approximately one- 
fourth. It is made up of a variety of 
claims, a great portion of a decidedly 
shady nature. Dr. Hollander, in his re- 
port, indicates tthe necessity of the closest 
possible ‘scrutiny of these claims. with 
a view to the payment of only such por- 
tion as can he clearly established. 

Much of this total comes through revo- 
lutionary claims. These grow out of the 
practice of the successful chiefs in each 
Succ@ding revolution buying off their 
rivals by giving them some kind Of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness binding the gov- 
ernment, It has been the. practice of 
these revolutionary chiefs to sel] their 
claims for little or next to nothing to 
the enterprising merchant-bankers, whose 
chief industry’ has been to stake one side 
or the other in each revolution, confi- 
dent that whatever the outcome, addition- 
al debt would be loaded upon the gov- 
ernment. 

Real Value Difficult To Discover. 

It is thought here that one reason for 
the rise in the value of certificates of 
this internal {indebtedness is that these 
are in a shape that makes their careful 
supervision and analysis mare difficult 
than is the case with the claims of for- 
eign credftors. 

Dr. Hollander, in his secret report to 
Preident Roosevelt upon conditions in 
Santo Domingo, says that the treasury 
records are in such bad shape that the 
original value of these claims will be 
difficult to determine. 

Because of this fact, the holders of 
these obligations evidently believe they 
will be able to force their payment at 
something like their face value, although 
under any equitable a ngement these 
would probably be sca more closely 
than the foreign debt ing less valid. 
Ty is probably due this fact that 
Dr. Hollander places the Dominican 
debt that will have to be paid at from 
$15,000,000 to $18,000,000; although Sen- 


ator Spooner has declared the valid debt 
to be not In excess of $8,000,000.

BRANTLEY WINS 
ON COURT BILL

Measure Enlarging juris- 
diction of Circuit Court 
of Appeals, 


; 


Washington, February 4.—(Special.)— 
The house has passed the bill of Repre- 
sentative Brantley, of Georgia, to en- 
large the jurisdiction of the circuit 
court of appeals over interlocutory orders 
granting injunctions and appointing re- 
ceivers. 

This bill, which amends the seventh 
section of the act creating circuit courts 
of appeal and defining their jurisdiction, 
is Of great interest, not only to lawyers 
throughout the country, but to the busi- 
ness world. Mr. Brantley endeavored to 
get a similar bill through the last 
congress, but the shortness of the last 
session prevented. 

AS amended by the Brantley bill, the 
Seventh section of the circult courts of 
appeal! act will read as follows: 

“Section 7. That where, upon a hearing 
in equity in a district or circuit court, 
or by a judge thereof in vacation, an 
injunction shall be granted or continued, 
or a receiver appointed by an interlocu- 
tory Order or decree, in any cause, an 
appeal may be taken from such interlocu- 
tory order or decree granting or continu- 
ing such injunction, or appointing such 


“Provided, That the appeal must be 


of such order or decree, and it shall take 


| precedence in the appellate court; and the 
| proceedings in other respects in the court 
or | 


below shall not be stayed unless other- 
wise ordered by that court, or. by the 


|'@ppellate court, or a judge thereof, dur- 


ing the pendency of such appeal. 

“Provided further, That the court below 
may, in its discretion, require as a con- 
dition of the appeal, an additional bond.”’ 

In explaining the purpose of his bill 
when it was before the house for pass- 
age, Mr. Brantley said: 

“This bill enlarges the jurisdiction of 
the circuit court of appeals over inter- 
locutory orders granting injunctions and 
appointing receivers. The court of ap- 
peals now has jurisdiction ovcr inter- 
locutory orders granting injunctions and 
appoinging receivers, but is limited in such 
jurisdiction to interlocutory: orders in 
cases where on final decree in the district 
or circit court the circuit court of ap- 
peals has jurisdition. Now, there are 
certain classes of cases involving consti- 
tutional question that on final decree in 
the district court can not go to the cir- 
cuit court of appeals, but must go to 
the supreme court of the United States. 
We do not intend to change the juris- 
diction on final decree at all, but we must 
simply propose by this mil to say that 
the circult court of appeals may have 
jurisdiction over all interlocutory orders 
granting injunctions and appointing re- 
ceivers. It is a change that has been 
demanded by the bar in many instances. 
A+ present it is pos#ible and has been 
the practice sometimes to insert a fake 
constitutional questioh into a bill that 
really has no relation to the merits of 
the case, and when an interoluctory order 
granting an injunction has been had in 
such case there is absolutely no appeal 
from it until the case reaches the supreme 
court of the United States on final de- 
cree. and the appeal is then of no value. 
The bill is most meritorious. It. was 
unanimously reported by the judiciary 
committee in the last congress and pass- 
ed the house, and hag been again unani- 
mously reported.’’ 

In response to a question put by Mr 
James, of Kentucky, “Is the judgment 
of the circuit court of appeals made 
final on an appeal from an interlocutory 
order in the district court?’ Mr. Brant- 
ley said: 

“The same finality that now exists 
from any other interlocutory order will 
exist under this bill. We do not change 
the law in that respect at all.’

The Monroe Doctrine. 

However much they may differ 
with him upon the merits or demer- 
its of President Roosevelt's policy to 
ward Santo Domingo, men of all 
parties will agree with Senator Pat- 
terson’s declaration that the Monroe 
doctrine should never be made a 
Party question. 

Mr. Patterson may see evidences of 
a desire on the part of somebody or 
other to involve the Monroe doctrine 
in partisan politics, but we fail to 
find his warrant for this in anything 
that has been said by th of his 
fellow senators who are stfongest in 
their criticisms of the president’s ac- 
tion toward Santo Domingo. 

The theory that it is the duty of 
this government to assume the re- 
sponsibility of policing the debtor re- 
‘publics on this hemisphere is in no 
sense part or parcel of the doctrin2 
promulgated by President Monroe 
and upheld by all parties and all ad- 
Ministrations since his day. This 
theory is one of President Roosevelt, 
not of President Monroe. While it 
may, perhaps, be advanced as a nat- 
ural sequence of the Monroe doc- 
trine, it is in no sense part of it; and 
criticism of the Roosevelt doctrine 
should not be construed as criticism 
of, or lack of faith in, the Monroe 
doctrine, 

The fact is that this question of 
dealing with little republics hopeless- 
ly involved in debt—and, in conse- 
quence, more or less prey to* those 
European governments engaged in 
the debt collecting business—is one 
which cannot be too carefully con- 
Sidered by the men upon whom has 
been placed the responsibility of leg. 
islating for the gountry. It is a ques- 
tion precipitated, undoubtedly, by the 
troubles in which Santo Domingo 
finds herself; but it should be con. 
sidered entirely irrespective of this 
Dominican complication. 

“A new policy” it has been declared 
to be by no less an administration 
Supporter than Senator Lodge: and 
as a new policy it should have care- 
ful, and if possible prayerful, consid- 
eration. 

The suggestion advanced by Sena- 
tor Newlands that, instead of this 
government assuming the role of po- 
liceman alone, we shodld join with 
the other substantial republics on this 
hemisphere in a sort of pan-Ameri- 
can guardianship of the weaker breth- 
ren, strikes us as a good one. Amer- 
ican commerce has for years suffered 
because our brethren to the south of 
us have been suspicious of our de- 
Signs upon them. It is this suspicion, 
more than any other single factor, 
that has acted as a bar to the devel- 
opment of our commerce with South 
American countries. If we are to go 
about lecturing weaker republics and 
flourishing the Big Stick, will not the 
inevitable result be that this feeling 
of suspicion will increase rather than 
diminish? | ) 

The substantial] republics—Mex- 
ico, and Cuba and a number of those 
upon the continent of South America 
—are as deeply interested in the pres- 
ervation of peace on this side of the 


good order and decent government 
in the weaker republics, as is the 
United States itself. If there is to be 
a “new policy” toward these weaker 
ones, the other republics have the 
same interest in it that we have; and 
it would, we believe, be of great value 
to have their cooperation in evolving 
any such policy. 

Of course, no American, whether he 
resides on this continent or the one 
to the south of us, would for one mo- 
ment advocate the abrogation or re- 
pudiation of the original Monroe doc- 
trine, properly understood. Unfortu- 
nately there has been too much mis- 
understanding over just what the doc- 
trine is, much of this due to efforts 
on the general lines of the president’s 
policy toward Santo Domingo. It is 
necessary to let it be clearly under- 
stood, once and forall time, that there 
is absolutely no menace in the Mon- 
roe doctrine, and that while the peo- 
ple of the United States stand for 
Monroe, they are not willing to stand 
for every alleged interpretation of his 
doctrine which deviates from it. 

The Monroe doctrine is not an is- 
Sue in American politics and can 
never be because there is no differ- 
ence of opinion among us over it. If, 
however, there is to be a “new pol. 
icy,” the congress should take the 
people of the country into their con- 
fidence while evolving it. 


The Liberal Victory in England. 

The liberal party, which lost its grip 
on political power shortly after the 
death of its great leader, Gladstone, 
is again at the helm of state in Great 
Britain, primarily ds the result of 
popular opposition to the Chamber- 


world, and of seeing that there is’ 


ing in its radical results, even Bal- 
four himself being forced to accept 
a seat. in parliament through the 
courtesy of an obscure tory candi- 
date who withdrew in his favor; but 
the greatest element of surprise was 
undoubtedly the large number of 
seats captured by the labor candi- 
dates, who, in reality, are represen- 
tatives of the socialist party. This 
is a new factor to be dealt with in 
future British politics, for hereto 
fore the conservative British people 
have been slow to. give politica 
countenance to agitation of such an 
extreme type. 

The change of ministry in Eng- 
land, viewed in its abstract sens, 
means that Cobdenism is again in 
the saddle and jingoism is at a dis- 
count. : 

Why Not? 

The republicans of Qhio are just 
now indulging in what is to them a 
peculiar perplexity. They are find- 
ing it extremely difficult to locate a 
nominee for governor. 

There is a decided dearth of as 
pirants. Unusual as this might ap- 
pear in any state, it is peculiarly so 
in Ohio, where every male child is 
a politician from his cradle days. If 
he belongs to a republican family, 
he starts out with the hope of the 
presidency before him; if to a demo- 
cratic family his outlook does not 
contain so much of substantial hope, 
but his fond parents are confident 
something in the political field of 
‘lesser worth is to be his, though to 
be attained.after dire striving. But 
winner or loser, he is to be a politi- 
cian, 

The male population of Ohio is 
large. There are by no means enough 
jobs to go around. Hence it has 
been, since the beginning of Buckeye 
history, that never an office in sight 
but there has appeared upon the 
scene a multitude of Candidates. 

What, then, can be the matter with 
the present crop of republican politi- 
cians that announcement should come 
of inability on the part of the would 
be Warwicks to find aspirants for 
the republican gubernatorial nomina 
tion? Can it be possible the victory 
of Pattison, the democrat, over Her- 
rick in last year’s contest has filled 
the faithful with fear? 

Even those who have been chronic 
candidates are represented as exceed. 
ingly shy when suggestions of the 
possibility of nomination are now 
held out to them. And as further 
evidence of the extent of this un- 
willingness among the supposed lead- 
ers, the suggestion comes from Co- 
lumbus that the party may’ have to 
turn to Prince “Nick” Longworth as 
a compromise candidate. 

For some reason not clearly un- 
derstood to us, this suggestion has 
seemed to tickle the risibles of the 
slate-makers. Why should it? And 
why, it may not be improper to ask, 
should not Nick prove an excellent 
candidate? 

True, he hasn’t much hair. But 
Douglas won in Massachusetts de- 
spite his handicap of baldness, and 
Nick is no balder. than Fairbanks 
would be if his barber were an: hon 
est man. 

It can be said of Nick that he has 
no enemies, that he is a nice fellow, 
and that he is much more in the lime- 
light than any prospective. bride. 
groom has a right to expect. If ad- 
vertising of an altogether pleasant 
kind is of value in Ohio politics, then 
nobody can hope to be quite so well 
equipped as is the future son in law 
of President Roosevelt. 

This relationsh may well be ex- 
pected to catch the reform wing of 
Ohio republicanism. As for the other 
wing, which consists of Coxey Old 
Boy—why shouldn’t Nick meet its ap- 
proval, too? He owes his place in 
congress to George Cox.

FAMOUS METAPHORS 
« USED BY POLITICIANS 


E oratory of a general election is 
never wanting in the rhetorical 
sublimities. Metaphor takes to 
to itself wings from al] the political tab- 
ernacles in England Ireland, Scotland, 
Wales, and Iriams-o’-th-Height, Says 
Theodore Dahle in The Manchester 
Guardian, 

The home rule question has produced 
a splendid harvest, and the laborers in 
that field have not been few. One of the 
most entertaining metaphors came from 
the late Lord’ Salisbury. He was illus- 
trating the fact from his own party 
point of view that metaphors may be 
pushed to excess. ‘If,’ he said, ‘‘three 
people are sitting upon two people and 
rifing their pockets, you must not say 
the¥ are a group of five enjoying the 
blessings of self-government.” 

Pitt once rose to magnificence at the 
conclusion of his peroration. upon the 
coalition. “If this most tnauspicious 
union be not already consummated,”” he 
said, “then in the name of my country, 
I forbid the banns.”’ 

But even the metaphor of Pitt had its 
lapses. Alluding one night to the small 
number of his supporters in the house. 
he said he “appeared in the house of 
commons like Eve in the garden, naked 
but not ashamed;’’ whiéh seems to g0 
pertilously near clothing the beauties of 
metaphor in the garments of impropriety. 

Burke had a fine instinct for meta- 
phor. At times it was almost Doric in 
its simplicity. “It did so happen,’’ he 
eaid of the Ohatham ministry, “that 
persons had a single office divided be- 
tween tifem who hed never spoken to 
each other in their lives until they found 
themselves, they knew not how, pigging 
together in the same truckle-bed.”’ 

Playing to the Gallery. 

“Pam” coined some fine phrases, but 
perhaps his most striking’ metaphor was 
accomplished on the question of extend- 
ing the franchise, which he opposed for 
many years. A speaker had eaid that 
the bill would have small consequence 
one way or another, as the same class 
would be ected as formerly. “Yes,” 
he retorted in reply, “the same men will 
get in as before, but they will play to 
the shilling gallery instead of to the 
boxes.”’ 

Few men had a richer talefitifor vivid, 
picturesque metaphor than “Dizzy.” 
Often, no doubt, it was bizarre, and 
sometimes even tawdry, but it seldom 
descended to the cheap. And what could 
be moré vivid than the figure by which 
he pictured one of the Gladstonian 
ministries: ‘‘The ministers remind me of 
one of those marine landscapes not very 
unusual on the coast of South America. 
You behold. @ range of exhausted 
voleanoes. Not a flame flickers on a 
single pallid crest. But the situation is 
still dangerous. There are occasional 
earthquakes, and ever and anon the dark 
rumbling of the sea.”’ 

Pephaps in the whole region of ora- 
torical metaphor it would be difficult to 
match for simplicity, for beauty, or for 
directness that passage, too well known 
to quote, in the majéstic speech of Mr. 
Bright against the Crimean war about 
the angel of death and the beating of 
his wings. But Bright’s gift of meta- 
phor could tell in another way. His derby 
government “sitting all in a row’”’ is un- 
forgettable. “The derby minstrels pre- 
tend to be liberal and white.’’ he said, 
“‘but the fact is that if you come nearer 
and examine them closely, you will find 
them to be just as black and curly as 
the tories have ever been. I do not 
know, and I do not pretend to say, which 
of them it is that plays the banjo and 
which the bones.”’ 

The duke of Argyll had his metaphori- 
cal] moments. He wag the distinguished 
author of the jellyfish allusion. On that 
occasion, as so often subsequently, he 
was after the blood of the Gladston- 
jians. ‘“‘When I look at my noble friends 
‘below me, I cannot help regarding them 
as something like 1 have often seen on 
the seas of the western highlands—a row 
of jellyfishes. Jellyfishes are the most 
beautiful] creatures in the world. They 
have been the study of the most emiment 
bjologists. It has meen discovered that 
they have a most elaborate nervous 
system, but I am sorry to say they are 
destitute of skeleton or backbone.” 

Modern Examples. 

On occasion Mr. Goschen could be sub. 
lime. ‘There are guides on high,”’ he 
said in the course of a fine peroration. 
“There are the bright and fixed stars 
of courage, principle, self-sacrifice, and 
duty. Let the pilots of the State fix 
their eyes on them and steer an unde- 
viating course. Happy they will be if, 
when their end comes, they are able to 
explain to their countrymen, in words 
like those of the dying commander, ‘Have 
Wwe not steer you straight?’ ”’ 

As a manufacturer of complicated meta- 
phor, Gladstone was without a riva) He 
could pick his way through a maze of 
rhetorical figures which probably no other 
man would have tried to get into, ag 
which none except himself would ever 
have got out of. 

The metaphor of Lord Randolph 
Churchili was always effective, but it 
lacked the finer graces. Such metaphors 
as that in which he depicted Lord Hart- 
ington swallowing ‘doggedly bit by bit 
all the great morsels of the politica) pro- 
gramme which Mr. Chamberlain chucks 
at him” picked up a little too much of 
the gutter in the flight from his lips to 
make them either good hearing or good 
reading. That Winston Churchill] has 
his father’s gift of figurative expression 
is not at all surprising. Vigorous and 
vivid as are his metaphorical i}lustra- 
tions, he seldom spoils them by Slang or 
vulgarity. Nothing in its way could be 
better than his picture the gether day of 
Mr. Chamberlain as a political pbank- 
rupt. 

The metaphors of Mr. Balfour are tame 
They do not capture the imagination and 
linger in the mind. On the whole, it may 
be said that the champion metaphor 
maker of the day is Mr. Chamberiain. 
His metaphors are not stately. They 
seldom moOve dignified and serene amid his

GENERAL “JOE” WHEELER 
PUGNACIOUS IN CONGRESS 


se 


= O many the recent death of General 
fi Joseph Wheeler will suggest vivid 
pictures or pleasurable incidents 
associated with him.- Apart fromm his 
brilliant record as soldier and fait€w 
service a8 congressman, he possesses for 
me a particular interest and recaNg & 
delightful memory. I never saw him but 
once, and then as a participant in @ 
thrilling and dramatic scene wpon the 
floor of the house of representatives in 
congress. It was a sultry August after- 
noon in 1894. Congress had been in 5€5- 
sion for eight long, laborious months. 
Being in Washington, it was by the 
merest accident that I stepped into the 
gallery of the house to see what might De 


going on. 

The tariff bill, known as the Wilson 
bill, was the important measure of the 
session. Tariff revision had been the 
leading issue upon which the presidential 
battle of 1892 was waged. With this as 
the distinctive gauge of battle, Grover 
Cleveland had become president for the 
second time, and with his election came 
an overwhelming democratic majority in 
both houses of congress. If ever a party 
came into power with the explicit man- 
date of a people, it was the democratic 
party in 1892. ‘The negative and cor- 
rective parts of the party programme it 
carried out with commendable dispatch; 
but when it came to its positive and 
constructive work, it went to pieces on 
the tariff schedules. It is nothing but &@ 
fact of history to say that it showed it- 
self impotent, and proved recreant to the 
cardinal patty pledge incorporated in the 
platform. \ 

The sugar schedule had long been & 
crux. When passed by the house and 
referred to the senate, thete was radical 
disagreement upon the Dill. Confreres 


were appointed, but conferences availed 
nothing. The day I was in the house 
gallery the report of disagreement came 
back. Willlam L, Wilson was chairman 
of the ways and means committee. and 
the floor leader. A victim of neuralgia 
for months, he had just returned from 
a trip to Mexico, in search of health. 
Racked with pain and almost blind, his 
face bandaged by a white silk handker- 
chief, he came into the chamber accom- 
panied by his devoted friend, Clifton R. 
Breckenridge, of Arkansas. He Wis to 
make the speech of the day in defense of 
the house position. The excitement was 
great. Every member of the house, then 
in the city,,was in his seat. Senators 
had come down the long corriggrs of the 
capitol to witness the debate upon the 
report. 

Though physically infirm, with eloquent 
speech and powerful argument, Wilson 
advocated the keeping of party promises,

urged the necessity of tariff revision. ana 
elucidated the lines along which the pend- 
ing bill sought to remedy wrongs and 
redeem pledges. Under the circumstances, 
J never listened to anyone pith keener 
interest and warmer sympatny. Without 
exhaustion, apparently, he continued fae 
an hour. When he took his seat hig 
colleagues rushed forward to congratu- 
late him; umbrellas, canes, hats ang 
handkerchiefs were tossed into the air: 
pandemonium, begotten of enthusiastig 
admiration for a hero, reigned for a sea. 
son. Presently Thomas B. Reed, the mi- 
nority leader, rose to reply. Attentive 
silence greeted him as he entereg the 
arena. For thirty minutes, with iis 
characteristic snarling, snapping, drawl- 
ing manner of speech, he derideq ‘the 
democratic position on the tariff, re- 
proached the south with the heresy of her’ 
economic ideas, and extolled the benefits 
of a high protective tariff. The demo- 
cratic policy, he argued, would, if adopt- 
ed, forever keep the south poor and igno- 
rant, whereas the republican policy haa 
enriched the north and all other sections 
that exhibited irdustry and thrift. As 
though it were yesterday, I recall the 
twitting he gave the southern representa- 
tives, who, like a solid phalanx, stood 
behind Wilson. With a sneer, he said: 
“Yes, you gentlemen of the south in- 
stead of aiding us of the north in bdring- 
ing vou up to our standard, are trying 
to drag us down to your level,” and 
aroused deep resentment. The slur burnt 
like caustic, As soon as he Surrendered 
the floor, General Wheeler rose with 
flashing eyes and frantic gestures, Kec- 
ognized by the chair, he endeavored to 
answer the taunts of Reed. I could not 
hear a word he uttered, though his facial 
expressions and threatening gesticulations 
indicated great indignation. Afer a few 
minutes of effort to speak, amid the unl- 
versal confusion, he yielded the floor in 
supreme disgust. He was followed by 
Galusha A. Grow, of Pennsylvania, the 
Nestor of ‘the house; but Grow’s brief 
speech received like attention. Thereupon 
the house proceeded to vote upon the 
report, ang then adjourned. - 

Late that afternoon I left Washington 
for the south by the Baltimore and Ohio 
railway. It was my pleasure to be on 
the same train with Mr. Wilson, who, 
thoroughly exhausted, was going to his 
Charleston, W. Va., home. Being then 
professor in a state university, and know- 
ing that he had once been elected presi- 
dent of his state university, I deemed this 
an avenue of approach to the distin- 
guished statesman. When I introduced 
myself, he greeted me very kindly, and 
invited me to take a seat Deside him. 
The*events of the day wer discussed, and 
smiles elicited as we spoke of the sensi- 
‘tiveness and pugnacity of “Little Joe’

T is reported that the- coal situation 
| among. the railroads in Atlanta has 
been greatly improved as a result 
of the personal attention and direction 
given to the matter by a visit of som» 
of the head officials of the operating de. 
partment of the Southern’ railway. 
Heavy trains came pouring coal and oth- 
er freight traffic into the Atlanta yards 
until conditions came to a point of con- 
gestion which demanded immediate ac- 
tion. It was stated that the pressure 
resulting 
unprecedented. Statements were sent 
into the main offices until] finally the 
officers decided that they would have 
to investigate, and they camé down to 
Atlanta for that purpose in their private 
cars. and they lived in the yards anf 
persnoally directed the relief. Those 
who were in command of this work in- 
cluded General Superintendent McManus, 
Superintendent of Transportation Seale, 
Assistant General Superintendent Fore- 
acre. Superintendent of the Atlanta Dt- 
vision Eagan, and his assistant, R. E.

All of these Southern railway officials 
gave their entire time and attention to 
this general housecleaning in the Atlanta 
vards, and at the same time several high

| ent to aid in the nork of purging a clean 
and clear right-of-way to and through 
Atlanta. This was accomplished before 
the officials left the situation to do the 
same thing in the Chattanooga yards. 
Good weather proved a great aid in this 
work, But good weather is also respon- 
sible for particularly heavy shipments 
of all kinds of freight. only the neces- 
sary freight being shipped in bad weath- 
er. So it is that good weather tis both 
responsible for and favorable to the 
clearing of congested freight traffic. 

While this congestion means a delay 
for some time jt is only a proof positive 
of the wonderful prosperity which is 
Georgia’s share, and the south’s as well, 
at this immediate time. There fs also a 
scarcity of labor, which has also heiped 
much in complicating matters here and 
in other sections. But railroad officials, 
both freight and passenger, say that not 
only is the present traffic without prece- 
dent, but it seems to be growing every 
day, and apparently there is no end to 
it. More than 10,000 freight cars have 
been ordered for delivery to the Southern 
railway this year, and a large number of 
engines of the highest power are being 
hurried to completion in shops all over 
the country for helping in the solution 
of the problems that follow in the waka 
of prosperity.

‘‘ *'Whatsoever a man soweth, that shal 
he also reap,’ is an admonition which 
should be written upon every man’s heart 
and graven forever upon his memory. 

‘Teach men a belief in substitutionary 
punishment or vicarious atonement, and 
there is grave danger that they shall 
be encouraged to ‘indulge in the pleasures 
of sin for a season,’ with the full as- 
surance that another shal), pay the pen- 
alty and bear away the sin and shame.

“A forecast of showers for a section of 
the state does not mean that rain must 
fall in every locality of that section. but 
that the weather will be threatening 
throughout the territory designated and 
that rain will fall in all or some parts of 
this same territory. .
